REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in regards to 
independent claim 1, the limitations of a tube support bracket having an aperture and an 
annular, castellated collar abutting the aperture, the collar formed having a plurality of 
spaced-apart tabs for swaging against the metal tube to generate a hoop stress and 
bite, and wherein an inner surface of each of the collar tabs is formed having at least 
one axial groove formed therein for receiving exterior regions of the tube when the collar 
is swaged tightly against the tube and in combination with the other elements recited in 
the claim, which is not found in the prior art of record; in regards to independent claim 7, 
the limitations of a tube support bracket having a circular aperture and an annular, 
castellated collar abutting the aperture, a plurality of spaced-apart, axial tabs sized for 
swaging against a metal tube to generate a hoop stress and bite the tube, and wherein 
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the collar is formed in a draw-punched region of the support bracket and in combination 
with the other elements recited in the claim, which is not found in the prior art of record; 
in regards to independent claim 9, the limitations of a tube support bracket having an 
annular, castellated collar abutting the aperture, the collar formed of tabs sized for 
swaging to generate a hoop stress and bite a tube, and the inner surface of the collar 
tabs being formed having at least one axial groove therein, and in combination with the 
other elements recited in the claim, which is not found in the prior art of record; in 
regards to independent claim 20, the limitations of a combination of a metal tube and 
metal tube support bracket having a aperture, and an annular, castellated collar abutting 
the aperture, the metal tube being swaged and bite by the collar, the collar having a 
tabs with inner surfaces having at least one axial groove formed therein, and in 
combination with the other elements recited in the claim, which is not found in the prior 
art of record; and in regards to independent claim 27, the limitations of a structure of a 
metal tube and a metal tube support bracket, the bracket having a circular aperture and 
an annular, castellated collar abutting the aperture, the collar being swaged against the 
metal tube and biting the metal tube, the collar having tabs which produce hoop stress 
against the tube, and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim, which 
is not found in the prior art of record.
